Since love is blind, it will pay you 
to pray for guidance and to seek good 
advice before assuming the burdens of 
married life.

A husband should strive to continue 
after marriage the manly chivalry, 
strength, generosity and tenderness that 
made him so attractive in the days of 
his courtship. 

If you cannot find peace and happi- 
ness in the family circle, where will you 
find them? Certainly not outside in the 
world, for the world cares nothing for 
you. 

Reverence is the product of the home, 
and what is learned in the home Is never 
forgotten. 


The unselfish husband will never be 
unmindful of the great burdens and 
sacrifices which wifehood and mother- 


hood Jay upon a woman. 
The chief blessings to be sought in 
married life are congenial companion- 
ship and spiritual helpfulness. 
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If a husband does not find his chief 


interest and pleasure in his home, there 
Is something wrong with him, or with 
his wife, or with both. 


After marriage your wife should come 
first in your affections, but this does 
not mean that you are to neglect your 
mother or father, whom you can never 
repay for all they have done for you. 


If husband and wife are properly 
mated, co-operation takes the place of 
‘bossing.”’ 


The Church is opposed to every kind 
of birth control that does not result from 
self-control, for the reason that such 
practice Is contrary to the laws of nature. 


Parents may advise, but should never 
force upon their children any particular 
career in life. 


A Catholic education is a far better 
legacy to children than money and 
worldly advantages. 


Jealousy is a vice so mean that its 
possessor is always ashamed to acknowl- 
edge it. 
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A loving soul illummes and warms 
the house better than a blazing hearth 
and a lighted lamp. 


The married who live m harmony 
and mutual Iove can defy the world; 
without this unity, all the world cannot 


make them happy. 


If children are not all they should be, 
it is usually the fault of the parents. 


The true way to win the respect and 
obedience of your children is to show 


them good example. 


A father who neglects prayer, Mass 
and the Sacraments, must never wonder 
when his sons do likewise. 


The father should be the head, the 
mother the heart of the home. 


Mutual consideration and forbear- 
ance are sure to make married life happy. 


Marriage is not a permit to violate 
the laws of God and of nature. 


Inordinate indulgence and race suicide 
are sure to wreck the happiness of mar- 
ried life. 
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You cannot have the respect of your 
children if you disrespect their mother. 


Children bring blessings to every good 

home, and they are one of the surest guar- 

antees of the unity and fidelity of the 
husband and the wife. 


When parents make their homes un- 
pleasant and disagreeable, the children 
will naturally go elsewhere for their 
recreation. 


If any man have not care of his own, 
and especially of those of his house, he 
hath denied the faith and is worse than 
an infidel. 


And at all times remember your con- 
tract: 


iG N.N., take thee, N. N., for my Iaw- 
ful wife, to have and to hold, from this 
day forward, for better, for worse, for 
richer, for poorer, in sickness and in 
health, until death do us part.

3. The Canon 


This is the most sacred part of the Mass. It con- 
sists of many prayers of very great antiquity; some 
of its words were used by Our Lord Himself at the 
Last Supper; it is called ‘‘Canon,”’ i.e., rule or 
standard, because it is unchangeable with but few 
exceptions.
